$18,000,000 


Assessed Value 
Added To Utilitie 


’ SCRAMENTO - The State Board 
of Equalization has added $18 
million in assessed value to 
California’s 10 major privately-owned 
utilities, boosting their total to 
$4,383,000,000 for local taxation 
this year, 

Pacific Telephone and Telegraph, 
the state’s biggest taxpayer, led the 
collective gain with a $21 million 
increase. Its value was pegged at 
$1,373,000,000, 

The 10 utilities represent 90% of 
the Board’s value of 192 utilities in 
the state. These assessments are 
turned over to counties, cities and 
special districts to tax each year. 

Last year they levied about $400 
million in taxes on the Board-assessed 
"utilities. 

General Telephone, consolidated 
with California Water and Telephone, 
was assessed at $352 million, up $18 
million, Controller 
Flournoy, the Board’s valuation 
committee chairman, reported. 
Controller Houston I Flournoy, the 
Board’s valuation. committee 
chairman, reported. 

Three of the four railroads were 
lower along with two other utilities. 
‘The Board uses such value indicators 
as stock and debt, capitalized 
earnings, reproduction cost new-less 
depreciation and historical cost-less 
depreciation in addition to other data 
to make the assessments. 

Each utility can appeal before the 
Board makes the assessments final in 
August.

VISALIA - A heavy set of fruit on

Passports On Sale 


In California 


SAN FRANCISCO - The Golden 
Eagle Passport, the $7 annual Federal 
Recreation permit, is now on sale at 
all U.S. Forest Service stations, 
Forest Service Regional Forester J.W. 
Deinema has announced. The 
Passport is valid through March 31, 
1969. 

The owner of a Passport, and 
those riding with him in a private 
automobile, have access to over 
3,000 designated federal recreational 
sites throughout the nation. Without 
this permit, users are charged a daily 
fee of $1 which is valid only at the 
site purchased. 

This year there will be more than 
590 recreational sites under the 
charge system in the National Forests 
in California. This represents about 
50 percent of the total recreational 
sites available to the public in the 
National Forests located in 
California. Those recreational sites 
not specifically designated as a charge 
site are available to the public free of 
charge. 

Deinema stressed the fact that 
there is no fee charged for entrance 
to the National Forests. In addition, 
he pointed out that recreational 
enjoyment on National Forest Land, 
such as hiking, horseback riding and 
sightseeing is free of charge to the 
public. 

He cautioned, however, that the 
Forest Service is going to take a firm 
stand on enforcing the charge system 
in designated recreational sites, In the 
past, users who did not pay were 
allowed to purchase a permit when 
apprehended. This year, however, if 
persons do not have a permit when 
contacted they will be issued a notice 


SACRAMENTO - Production of 
Sterile pink bollworm moths is being 
hampered at the Federal laboratories 
in Brownsville, Texas, by a virus that 
is taking a toll of the insects, 
according to Robert W. Harper, chief 
of the bureau of entomology of the 
California department of agriculture. 

Harper’s statement was made ina 
report to the State board of 
agriculture, during which he 
described the sterile moth operation 
currently underway in the 
Bakersfield area. 

The program which began on 
April 22, is aimed at eradicating the 
pink bollworm from cotton fields in 
the area by air-dropping | large 
numbers of. sterile moths, 
overflooding the native population 
and reducing chances of successful 
reproduction. 

Scientists of the U.S. department 
of agriculture are working to 
disinfect the sterile moth rearing 
facilities at Brownsville and eliminate 
the virus, Harper said. 

In the meantime, the Bakersfield 
area project will continue, but with 
fewer sterile moths than planned, 
until the Federal laboratory is able to 
swing into full production. It had 
been hoped that at the height of the 
operation over 150,000 sterile moths 
per day would be dropped over four 
target areas where pink bollworms or 
moths were found last fall.

As part of the project, Harper 
said, Federal, State and County 
workers will keep a continuous check 
on the sex-lure traps in the area, If

The program of leasing privately 
owned, existing dwellings is one of 
several new public housing 
techniques authorized by the 
Housing and Urban Development Act 
of 1965, as amended, to help meet 
the needs of low-income families. 
Leases may run from one to five 
years and are renewable. The 
dwellings will remain on the tax rolls 
and the owners will pay full property 
taxes.

IT WAS A GOOD RELAYS 
IN SPITE OF A FEW THINGS 


Once you get by a few things, 
Fresno’s West Coast Relays can be 
quite a show. Saturday night the 
relays came on strong as a chilling 
wind sent dust swirling down the 
track while occasional drops of rain 
sprayed down from tumbling black 
clouds. 

It was the kind of weather that 
prohibits records, but weather 
doesn’t mean anything to a 
competitor. Some guys would run a 
440 on snowshoes in a blizzard if 
they could get someone to fire the 
starting gun. That’s the kind of 
runner Jim Ryun is. The lanky 
Kansas junior put on one of the 
guttiest displays of running that 
relays fans will ever see. Ryun took 
the baton on the final leg of the two . 
mile relay a lengthy 50 yards behind 
Villanova’s Dave Patrick, with his 
Jayhawk team in a very distant 
fourth place. Tall Jim ran like the 
world depended upon his swift feet 
and, one after another, he caught and 
passed the laboring runners ahead. At 
the tape Patrick pushed across in first 
place, just five yards ahead of the 
sprinting Ryun. In the book it was 
just another win for Villanova, but, 
for me it was.a dramatic story of a 
tough-minded young man who has 


too much pride to settle for anything 
but the best from himself. 

Young Bob Seagren was another 
big story from the blustry Saturday 
night. I mean, airliners don’t even go 
up on nights like Saturday night, but 
this guy was pole vaulting and when 
Seagren pole vaults it is a whole lot 
like sky diving. When the USC star 
called it quits he had whipped over 
the bar at 17-6 and given three good 
shots at 17-8. 

Lemoore’s Tommy Smith, now 
famous for his world record in the 
220 and boycott of the summer 
Olympics, once again stood the 
crowd on its ear with his blazing 
anchor of the 440 yard relay. The 
lean and lanky former San Jose State 
sprinter took the baton in third place 
and flashed to the front to win going 
away. He is truly a magnificent 
runner.

VARIABLE PRICES 


TO STATE FARMERS 


SACRAMENTO - Prices received 
by California farmers as of April 15 
were quite variable compared with a 
month earlier and a year ago, 
according to the California Crop and 
Livestock Reporting service. Prices 
for small grains and hay declined 
toward a new crop basis whole egg 
prices dropped to the lowest level 
since 1941. 

Moderate’ declines were also 
reported for oranges, lemons, calves, 
and milk. Partly offsetting were 
moderate gains for corn, dry beans, 
potatoes, alfalfa seed, grapefruit, 
hogs, beef cattle, lambs, wool, farm 
chickens, and turkeys. 

Compared to a year ago, price 
trends were mixed with sharp 
variations, Largest increases were 
reported for dry beans, citrus fruits, 
beef cattle, calves, lambs, and milk 

cows. Sharply lower prices were 
reported for grain crops, potatoes, 
hay, wool, and eggs.

they did 15 or 10 years ago while at 
the same time their costs have soared 
from 25 to 40 percent. 

Thus, Fillerup points out that 
while gtoss returns to California 
farmers doubled, from just under $2 
billion in 1957 to nearly $4 billion in 
1967, their net returns have remained 
almost constant. 

Under this tightening cost-price 
squeeze California farmers are going 
out of business at the rate of 3,000 
per year and, comments Fillerup, 
“We will get down to the point where 
30,000 to 35,000 growers will 
produce the food and fiber that 
125,000 produced in 1954.” 

That growers are aroused and will 
make every effort to get better prices 
for their products, says the writer, is 
evidenced by the rise of such militant 
bargaining groups as the National 
Farmers Organization, and the 
introduction of national legislation to 
give farmers better leverage in dealing 
with processors and other food 
handlers, 

“The public must be told,” 
concluded Fullerup, “that the 
consumers must pay their own way 
in the future if they hope to continue 
to receive the benefits of high quality 
food in the abundance they have 
come to accept as their right.”
